was embalmed shortly after death, anil

laid away in tho grave 
with all tho manifestations of grief and 
mourning.

of defendant, and coupled with charges 
that

violated her marriage 


vows. The caso was set for trial Sep- 
tember 29, tho defendant having up to 
that time failed lo put, in an appoar- 
ance. 
On that day. however. Loutilt 
&Loutitt created ;isurprise by appear- 
ingin behalf of defendant 
and asking 


leave to tilea cross-complaint, 
alleging- 
thiit the plaintiff had 
at divers times 
broken the marriage obligations. 
Tho 
court, on an affidavit of merit being 
filed, allowed tho cross-complaint 
to 
come in, and the trial was thereupon 
continued, to allow the wife an oppor- 
tunity to combat tho allegations ef the 
cross-complaint. 
Thos. Clark, tho de- 
fendant, is employed by the Stockton 
Lumber Company, 
and T. C. David- 
son, who is mentioned 
in the cross- 
wnrpiaiui,, is hixnorear estate Trosrrreiis 
in Stockton. 


Mrs. Clark, by her attorney, Charles 


Light, has filed an answer to the cross- 
complaint made by her husband. 
Sho 


denies the truth of his charge 
against 
her, in which ho accusos 
her of un- 


faithfulness. 
Next Monday sho will 
apply iv the superior court for alimony, 
attorney's fees and 
costs of suit, 
and 
will also 
ask 
for an allowance with 


which to support her three children.— 
Mail.

M.Scatena, a member of the firm of 


Talente & Scatena, 
who has been

sufferer for many months fromnecrosis 
of the bone of the right leg, near the 
hip, underwent the operation of ampu- 
tation on Wednesday 
morning last, at 


his residence on Broadway. For sev- 
eral weeks he was under treatment 
at 


one of the hospitals in San Francisco. 
Owing to his generally 
weakened con- 
dition, the doctors 
there were appre- 


hensive of the outcome of an operation 
for the removal of the leg. 
He return- 


ed home several weeks ago. Itappears 
that the bone near the hip joint bad 
become 
decayed. 
Everything 
had 


been done to arrest 
the disease, 
but 


without avail. 
Saturday 
last the 
patient had 
a fall, and this greatly 


aggravated the case.

examination disclosed the fact that the 
bone near the hip joint was broken. 
Aconsultation was held, and the heroic 
measure of removing the leg close to 
the hip joint was decided upon as the 
only course of averting a fatal termina- 
tion.'

dition it was fully realized that this 
operation was of the gravest character.

himself agreed 
cheerfully 
to 


taking the risk that held out any hope 
of relief from the torture he has en- 
dured so long,

Gall and 
Lonigo, performed the operation. 


The operation lasted about one hour.

not quite finished when the
